An 
amiindment to clause three, dctermiunig tbo 
President's powers, Hiving Imn tbo right to 
appoint counsellors of state, was moved nnd 
referred to the committee. 
After tlio adop- 


tion of clause ftre of the bill, the dnbato was 
adjourned until tomorrow. Tho left op- 
rased an adjournment. They wero desirous; 
of computing the bill and putting it on its 
final passage at this sitting, because today 
s tlii anniversary of tho establishment of 
ho republic of 1818, but tho motion to ad- 
ourn prevailed.

CELEBI- WITH OKZIM.—Select tho finest 


and whitest part of a head of celery, and 
nfter washing it perfectly clean, cut it into 
ongths of fbreo inches. 
Boil it tender and 


strain it. Then beat up the yelks of four 


I and strain them into a. half pint of 


creaii, adding a Htllo salt and nutmeg. Put 
the whola into a tossing pan, and set it over 
the stovo until it boils to tbe proper consis- 
tency, and then Bond it to table with toastctl 
jread under it.

LEMON COSTARD.—Take one pint of boiling 


.rSter and thicken Tfith two heaping table- 
ipoonfulsof farina, cooking until thick; 
ffhile hot sUr in a small half teacup of but- 
ter and one cup of sugar; when cold acid 
four eggs, well beaten, and tho juico and 
grated rind of two large lemons or three 
jmall ones. 
If preferred, the whites of Iho 


oggs can be .separated, boaton to a froth, 
sweetened with half a cup of sifted sugar, 
nnd when tho pies nro dono spread over the 
:ops and brown. This recipe is snlhoiont 
:or two pies, 


MACABOSI.—Put a pieco of butter, half n 


pound of macaroni, an onion stuck with two 
totes, and a little salt, into Lot water; boil 
them • for throo-quarters of an hour, and 
then, if the macaroni is flexible, lake it out 
and drain it well. 
Put it into another 


saucepan, with two ounces of butter, tbreo 
ounces grated Parmesan cheese, four ounces 
Gruyere, also grated, a littlo pepper and 
nutmeg, toss up the wholo together, adding 
,wo or threo spoonfuls of cream, and whea 
doiio put into a dish nnd servo very hoi. 


CHOCOLATE Cr.Eiir.—Put in a small slow- 


pan a pint of milk and six ounces of 
lounded loaf-sugar, make it very hot, and 
hen atir into it half a pint of mado choc- 
olate and tho beaten JBlks of seven oggs. 
'ut into a jug, stand it in a saucepan of 
railing water, and stir it ono way until H 
jecomes rather thick; but do not let it boil; 
hen strain through muslin, and stir into it 
a largo cupful of croam. Tour it inlo a mold 
previously dipped into cold water and set 
!ho mold on Iho ice to sot. 


PAHTHIBGES STEWED.—Stuff 
the craws 


with broad-crumbs, a bit of butter, lemon- 
peel grated, shalot chopped, parsley, pep- 
>er, salt, nutmeg, yolk of eggs; rub Ibo in- 
iide with popper and salt; half roast them; 
stow with oullis, or rich gravy, and a little 
Madeira, and onion, and a pieco of lemon- 
jcel, savory, spice if necessary, for about 
jalf an hour; take out the onion and lemon- 
peel; thicken it with a littlo flour; add cay- 
inno, ketchup, if necessary; boil it up. 
3arnish wilh hard-boiled yelk of eggs; add 
arlichoke-bottom boiled and quartered. 


Cons BREAD.—Add to a quart of butter- 


milk ono half cup of yeast; set in a warm 
placo over night. In tho morning add ono 
pint of dry bread crumbs, half n cup of 
sugar, two or throe eggs, a teaspoonful of 
soda, a little salt nnd com meal enough to 
make a moderate stiff tatter, and stir well. 
Instead of baking, I steam this loaf, having 
for the purpose a tin pudding form or 
bucket, with a close-fitting lid. Into this 
(well buttered) I pour the bailor in the 
morning. After standing an hour or two, 
and when perfectly light, I place the bucket 
in n pot of boiling water, and steam it one 
and a half or two hours. You will then luru 
out a beautiful brown loaf delicious enough 
for tbe empress of tho grangers, if Iberc is 
such a dignitary. 


BOILED CHESTNUTS.—Peel off Iho shells of 


the chestnuts with a sharp knife, cover them 
with water and boil unlil tlio thin skin can 
bo peeled off readily. Peel this off, return 
them to Ihe waler in which they were pre- 
viously cooked (unless it bo very dark), 
cover closo and stew gently unlil Ihoy are 
very louder, drying Iho water nearly or 
quits out. 
They are much whiter and 


sweeter if the bard "shucks" are laken off 
before boiling, and Ihoyaro nicer to handle. 
Gerve warm for breakfast. If however. Ihis 
requires too much time, boil thorn in tbe 
shucks until tender, then rinso them thor- 
oughly Vfilb boiling walor and then dry 
them with a nott cloth. In Ihis case each 
plate should bo provided wilh a sharp linif o. 


SCRAV PuuDiKci,—Put 
tlio soraps 
of 


broad, crust and crumb, inlo a bowl, with 
sufficient milk lo cover them weli. Cover 
with a saucepan lid or plate and put it into 
Ihe oven lo soak for aboul half an hour. 
Take it out and mash tho broad with a fork 
till it is » pulp; then add n handful of raisins 
and as many currants, a teacupful of brown 
sugar, half a cup of milk, some candied 
lemon peel and ono egg. Slir it up well, 
grease a pudding-dish and pour tho pudding 
in. Grate ovor n litllo nutmeg, put it inlo a 
moderate oven and lot it bake for itn hour 
and a half.
